Scandals Appear 
As the bills were being signed, 
Gen. Omar N. Bradley, veterans 
administrator, said 
America, 
in 
dollars and cents, has provided 
for its w ar veterans more gener­ 
ously than any other nation. 
But he added "if scandalous con­ 
ditions” are to be avoided, the 
time now has come to shift em- 
I basis from quantity to quality 
of opportunities being provided 
the American ex-warriors, Gen­ 
eral Bradley said in an interview. 
This represents a major change 
in policy of the veterans adminis­ 
t e r ion. which was forced to ex- 
I and itself many times to take 
care of the more than 13,000,000 
new w ar veterans turned out by 
the armed services since fighting 
halted.

In a co-operative program be­ 
lieved to be the first of its kind 
for the development of natural re­ 
sources, Minnesota 
is building a 
plant on the Mesabi Iron Range for 
conversion of iron carbonate slate 
to pure iron powder, it was learn­ 
ed. Continental 
M achines, 
Inc., 
Minneapolis, machine tool manu­ 
facturer, has contracted to operate 
the plant and market the product. 
Iron ore will 
be processed by a 
recently developed method which 
yields iron powder 
with 99 
per 
cent purity at a cost which it is 
believed will result in expanded 
use of the product, it was reported. 
In a continuous chemical process 
susceptible to close control, the 
iron is dissolved out of the ore by 
acid, precipitated as crystals 
of 
iron sulphate and roasted to iron 
oxied ol high purity. 
Funds to finance tile plant con­ 
struction are 
appropriated 
from 
the tax on mining ore and 
the 
commissioner of Iron r a n g e 
re­ 
sources and rehabilitation is 
ncl- 
m inistrater of the project. 
It

understood the state will receive a 
lixed rental from Continental M a­ 
chines for operation of the plant. 
Although the process has 
been 
proved in tile laboratory

means of producing high

powder, it has not yet been oper­ 
ated on a scale large enough

However, the M es­ 
illa Range is thought to be an Ideal 
testing ground since the carbon­ 
ate slate is in such great abund­ 
ance.

I am in the old and once-beautiful City 
of Vienna, and being here makes me feel 
old myself—and reminiscent. 
This was 
once the gayest and most frivolous capital 
in the world. 
Your 
grandfather, 
Count 
Gizycki, lived here for a time and when he 
died he requested Is his will that he be 
buried in his red hunting jacket. That per­ 
haps, was symbolic of those carefree, nev­ 
er-to-be-forgotten days of the Hapsburgs 
when a very privilege few rode to hounds, 
danced in great castles along the Danube, 
and enjoyed life at the expense of the un­ 
privileged thousands. 
Vienna holds many memories for me. I 
was first here in 1920, shortly after the 
last war, when the city was being looted 
by the Italians but was still relatively gay. 
The Viennese seemed able to smile, 
the 
cafes were crowded, tile opera was in full 
swing and I had a marvelous time 
I even 
M i in love with an American lady whose 
name I cannot now remember. That really 
shows I am getting old. 
Then I came back in 1923, when I was 
a young newspaperman and you had not 
| entered my life. 
Vienna was still hungry

Oscar L. Chapman, who was 
active in Colorado politics be­ 
fore he became assistant secre­ 
tary of interior, has acquaint­ 
ances in Escanaba.

wife, who died a few years ago, 
was a sister of the late Mrs. 
C. Albert Lund of this city. 


The speakers at the dedication 
will deliver their addresses from 
a barge moored just off the dock 
at Mott Island, where Isle Royale 
National 
Park headquarters is 
located, and the audience will be 
assembled on the dock itself. The 
ceremonies are scheduled 
for 3 
o’clock in the afternoon and will 
last about an hour. 
While special invitations to at­ 
tend the dedication will be sent 
to a number of persons interested 
in Isle Royale National Park, Sec­ 
retary Krug has stressed the fact 
that the park belongs to all the 
people of the United States and 
that all persons who wish to be 
present at the ceremonies are cor­ 
dially invited to attend. There will 
be boat service from Houghton, 
Michigan, to the park and return. 
Closer to Canada 
Isle Royale National Park, one 
of the 27 areas which have been 
given national park status by Acts 
of the 
Congress, 
is situated 
rn 
northern Lake Superior and actu­ 
ally lies closer to Canada than to 
any part of the 
United 
States 
mainland. The park, consisting of 
Isle Royale and some 200 satellite 
islands and islets, is wholly free of 
roads, so that access to its many 
points of interest is provided only 
by water and 
by 
trail. 
Moose, 
coyote, lynx, mink, beaver, and 
snowshoe rabbits are common In 
the wilderness of the main island, 
and orchids, bluebells and iris are 
to be found among the flowers. 
The Indian, fur trader, miner, 
lumberman, and fisherman, as well 
as the summer cottager have all 
contributed to the fascinating his­ 
tory of Isle Royale. A visit to the 
old copper pits of aborigines of 
600 to 800 years ago, the ruins of 
the old mines of 1844 to 1896. the 
site of a post of the American Fur 
Trading company, or one of the 
present-day fishing villages typical 


of Norway or Finland, is certain to 
stimulate keen interest in the his­ 
tory of the island. 
The establishment of Isle Roy­ 
ale and the surrounding islands as 
a national park was authorized by 
Act of Congress, approved March 
3, 1931. On April 3, 1940, the Sec­ 
retary of the Interior accepted the 
deeds from the State of Michigan 
to all privately owned land, which 
together with the public 
domain 
set aside by a Presidential pro­ 
clamation in 1923, 
total 
133,838 
acres and 
comprise 
Isle 
Royale 
National Park. This great park 
will be a summer vacation land 
for many thousands of people who 
enjoy the out-of-doors and 
such 
activities as fishing, boating, hik­ 
ing, camping and swimming. 
Boat From Houghton 
Transportation from Houghton, 
on the Keewenaw 
Peninsula, 
to 
the park and back will be avail­ 
able on 
the 
excursion 
steamer 
“South American,” leaving Hough­ 
ton at 8:30 in the morning, 
and 
luncheon will be served on board

Death Penalty Out 
OI Michigan Code 
For Last IOO Years 


Lansing, Aug. IU oP) —“ ....T o 
be hanged by tile neck until dead.” 
Just one hundred 
years 
ago, 
Michigan’s legislature struck those 
w’ords from the state's penal cone, 
and Michigan 
became the first 
state of the union to abolish death 
as the penalty for 
first 
degree 
murder.

The first recorded instance wras

The execu­ 
tion took place in the Upper Pen­ 
insula—possibly near or at Sault 
Ste.

Sand Linings Used 
In Metal Casting 
Chicago— Thin silica sand 
lin­ 
ings in mold faces, used in the cen­ 
trifugal casting of metals in Ger­ 
many, gave excellent results in the 
horizontal casting of gun barrels, 
high chrome steel tubing and steel 
cylinder linings, the current issue 
of American Foundryinan, pub­ 
lished here, states. 
The report is by J. T. MacKenzie 
of the American Cast Iron Pipe 
Company, who visited Germany as 
a member of a government techni­ 
cal mission. In centrifugal casting, 
molten metal is poured into a mold 
revolving at regulated speeds. 
Casting of steel gun barrels was 
highly developed, he states. Clean 
round grain silica sand, of approx­ 
imately 30-70 mesh, is used in the 
mold face to a depth of five milli­ 
meters (approximately 0.2 inches.) 
The method of placing the lining 
consists in dumping sand from a 
trough, equal in length to the mold 
after the mold has 
reached 
full 
twirling speed. 
The 
mold 
used. 
made of chrome steel, runs In a 
tank of water. 
Tt is tilted to an 
angle of about 15 degrees during 
the pouring of the metal.
